All  the  activities  associated  with  the  inspection  and 
supervision  of  food  have  boon  closely  watched  by  the  Sanitary 
Inspector  during  the  year. 

PREVALENCE  OF,  AND  CONTROL  OVER,  INFECTIOUS  DISEASES,  ETC.  •“ 

1942  was  more  or  less  a  normal  year  so  far  as  Infectious 
Diseases  arc  concerned. 

Only  2  oases  of  Diphtheria  cropped  up  and  here,  of  course, 
credit  must  be  given  to  the  Immunisation  Clinics  which  have  been  held 
each  month.  During  1942  91  pre -school  children  and  lib  sohool 

children  woro  immunised  by  mce 

Scar lot  Fever  was  particularly  rife,  132  oases  being 
reported,.  The  type  ox  disease  was  on  the  whole  mild  and  no  deaths 
were  reported. 

Measles  was  also  present  in  epidemic  form,  133  oases  being 

reported.  No  deaths  were  recorded. 

Il6  oa3cs  of  Chicken  Pox  were  reported  but  hero  also  the 

typo  was  mi ld0  , 

TUBERCULOSIS.'  15  oases  of  Tuberculosis  were  notified 

during  the  year,  11  Pulmonary  and  4  Non -Pulmonary. 

In  connection  with  my  duties  as  Medical  Officer  in  chargo 
of  tho  First  Aid  Post  and  First  ^id  Party  Depot.  I  would  once  again  liko
